Residents of Didsbury and dis- 


trict are urged to respond to the 
“Call to Arms” being issued by the 
Red Cross Blood Transfusion Ser- 
vice. 

An outbreak of jaundice in 
Lethbridge earlier this Fall, fore- 
ing cancellation of blood donor 
clinics in that area, has resulted in 
the loss of close to 1800 bottles of 
blood usually collected from that 
area. 

In order to maintain an adequate 
blood supply for hospital needs 
despite this loss, more donors are 
needed at clinics being scheduled 
in other centres of Southern Al- 
berta. 

A Didsbury clinic will be held at 
the school on Friday, November 14, 
from 1:30 to 4:00. If you are 
in good healtn, between the ages 
of 18 and 65, you can be a blood 
donor. Answer the call from your 
Red Cross... “Stretch Out Your 
Arm To Save A Life.” 

This district should not be too 
proud of their efforts during the 
past couple of years. In 1954 there 
were 341 bottles of blood gathered 
here; in 1957 there were only 259.

FALL WEED CONTROL 

Canada Thistle and Perennial Sow 
Thistle had a “field day” in 195s, 
The spread of these two perennials 
presents prairie farmers with a 
serious weed control problem, Steps 
should be taken this fall to control 
them, 

Beneficial Effects, Late fall cul- 
tivation will do a great deal to 
weaken the root systems of both 
Canada and Sow Thistle, although 


Sow Thistle is affected more by this 
treatment than Canada Thistle, 
Besides, many winter annuals, such 


as Stinkweed and Worm-Seed Mus- 
tard, are easy to kill during the late 


fall and diffieult to control in the 
spring. 

Kill Seedlings. A fact that is not 
given the consideration it deserves 


in perennial weed control is that 
the seedling of a perenmal weed is 


just as casy to kill by tillage as an 
annual, Billions of thistle seeds were 
produced in the Prairie Provinees in 
1058. Many of these found their 
way to your fallow or stubble fields 
and in all probability they have 


now produced healthy seedlings. A 
good fall cultivation will destroy 
these young plants before they have 
a chance to produce a_ vigorous, 
perennial root system. 

Wild Oats. Late fall cultivation 
also helps to control Wild Oates, 
Many Wild Oat seed» that dropped 
to the ground during the harvest 
season will have dried and after. 
ripened, Fall cultivation will cover 
these seeds and encourage early 
germination next spring when cule 
tivation will destroy thei 

Erosion a 


Danger. On many 
finely-worked fallows, the soil may 
be bare and subject to soil erosion, 
This is where the fall appleation of 
chemicals can be helpful, Spraying 
with 2,4-D will kill winter annual 
and biennial weeds, and most 
seedling perennials, It will also give 
a real setback to mature thistles and 
other perennials, At the same time 
the weed growth will be left on the 
field over winter and will serve to 
protect the soil against wind and 
Water erosion 

Don't forget, any tillage or sprays 
ing practice you undertake this fall 


to control thistles and other trouble. 
weeds will pay off in dollars 
in 1059,

Push Button Age | 


Motor cars of the future will be 
driven by electronics, enabling dri- 
vers to enjoy more of the fruits of 
the scientific age, in the opinion of 
some motor club officials. 

From all reports, the push-but- 
ton age lies just over the horizon. 
It is predicted that electronic de- 
velopments in the next 10 to 20 
years wil] make driving both easier 
and safer, 

While it is too early to foresee 
the precise direction of these de- 
velopements, it is safe to say that 
the car owner of 1975 will be able 
to turn over to electronic gadgets 
‘many of today’s responsibilities of 
driving, The conversion to elec- 
tronics will be gradual but it is 
certain to come, says an official of 
the American Automobile Assoc- 
iation. 

A number of large cities, such 
as Chicago, Baltimore and others 
already utilize electronics to con- 
trol the flow of traffic and the ma- 
jor automobile companies are work- 
ing on electronic experiments to 
make driving more fool-proof. In 
a recent demonstration, a test car 
was driven blind over an electron- 
ically geared road. 

A motor club official said gadgets 
now on the drawing board would 
warn motorists when they are too 
close to the car in front, thus re- 
ducing the number of rear-end 
collisions. Others would make it 
possible to travel for many miles 
on electronic freeways without 
touching the steering wheel.

PROVEN GAS FIELD 
WEST OF CARSTAIRS 


According to an announcement 
in The Calgary Herald, the area 
six miles west of Carstairs is now

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Payments Going 
Out Now... 


Payments to western grain pro- 
ducers under the federal govern- 
ment’s $40 million emergency grant 
are being distributed this week, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by Prime Minister Diefenbaker. 
The money is being distributed by 
the Canadian Wheat Board on the 
basis of $1.00 a cultivated acre up 
to a maximum of $200 a farm. 
Payments are based on cultivated 
acreage records in delivery permit 
books for the present crop season | 
and are being made directly to per- | 
mit holders. | 

The term = “cultivated acreage" | 
to which the payments apply in- | 
cludes all acres listed in the permit | 
book except that shown as uncul- | 
tivated land and natural pasture. 

Between one-third and one-quar- 
tor of the total payment will come | 
to Alberta farmers. 

A. T. Baker, general manager of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool, said that | 
he was pleased the payment was 
voing out this month. He said it! 
would be

Farm marketings in Alberta this 
autumn have been held down by 
the month-long strike of long- 
shoremen on the West Coast and 
congestion in terminal elevators at 
the Lakehead.

Dissolve the sugar and syrup in 
hot water and cook slowly without 
stirring to 254 deg.

Beat egg white until] foamy; add 
salt and cream of tartar; beat until 
stiff but not dry. Add molasses 
and sugar slowly, continuing to 
beat until very stiff peaks form; 
beat in vanilla. Mix in coconut and 
corn flakes. Drop mixture from 
teaspoon onto greased baking sheet, 
about 1" apart. Bake in a 300 deg. 
oven for 25 minutes. Immediately 
loosen macaroons from baking 
sheet and place on rack to cool. 
Yield: two dozen.

% cup milk 

34 tsp. grated orange rind 

‘4 cup orange juice 

34 cup chopped pecan meats 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt, and spices. Cream 
shortening until soft and smooth 
and gradually add sugar, creaming 
until fluffy; beat in  well-beaten 
egg yolks. Add flour alternately 
with mixture of milk and orange 
juice and rind, beating until it's 
smooth after each addition; stir 
in nuts and fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Turn into prepared 
muffin pans, filling them 2/3 full. 
Mix the following ingredients for a 
topping and place on top of muf- 
fins: 

4 tbsp. brown or white sugar 

3 tbsp. flour 

2 tsp. butter 

Ye tsp. nutmeg 


Bake. Yield: 16 medium sized 
muffins. Temperature: 375 deg. F. 
Time: 20 to 30 minutes.

Seed production ts not 
crop shatters readily; sometimes 
up to 50% is lost in shattering. 
For seed production the crop is 
grown in rows, three feet apart. In 
seed production 16-20-0 has proven 
to be as satisfactory as a fertilizer 
as any to use. It appears the foot- 
hills area of Alberta can be ex- 
pected to produce good seed yields.
